IN THE FINANCIAL FIELD 


A great myny conflicting opiaions 
are being expressed these days «re- 
garding the general financial stringen- 
cy throughout the world. Some = are 
optimistic regarding prospects, and 
as usual the pessimist is with us, As 
far as any great improvement in the 
supply of money for investment pur- 
poses in Western Canada is concerned 
itchiefly ‘depends on the situation in 
tho Old Country, where the money 
market generally affects conditions ir! 
all the concinent of North America. 

A Jeading wholesale grocer who rec- 
entiy returned from Europe, where he 
has spent the last couple of months, 
spose hopefully of the conditions on 
the other side. fie stated that fingn- 
cial mewin the Old Country had told 
him that they were aware tnat Canada 
had been going tog fast; but he said 
however, that they were prepared at 


‘the present time to furnish money for 


legitizate purposes, and were Teady 
to deal with loans if the British inves 
tor should approve. There was reallly 
no lack o money for regular business 
accommodation, 


An eastern implement manufacturer 
who has been touring the West gave 
the advice last week that the people 
of Canada must conduct their  Ddusi-- 
ness on a conservative basis for a ti- 
me, declaring that it was only in this 


manner that the country could reco-- , 


ver from the financial stringency which 
has been in evidence for the past few 
months, and againregain a normal 
healthy condition. He repeated a sta- 
tement which has frojuently been made 
already, that Bastcrn Canada, the Un 
ited State3, Great Britain and Europe 
generally had been afifiected to the 
same degree by the existing conditions 
The state of uacerlainty in which the 
peace of th: worid has been placed 
renders thd market unreliable. Follow-

In accordance with an Amendment! 
of that part of the School Grants Or- 
dinarxe which deals with the adminis‘ 
tration of Grants to Schooi Libraries 
the Hon. J. R. Boyle has devised a 
much improved method of stocking 
school lioraries which will be of great 
benofit to the sckools in the Province, 
but more particularly to the rural 


schools. Grants earned by schod,s for 
library purposes hive hitherco — been 
paid to each direct, and, within the 


limits prescribed by the Department, 
each schoo! made its own purchase, 
Trustees experienced difficulty in ob- 
taining hooss reyuired, and in many 
cases it Wau found that inferior edit-- 
ions had beea supplicd, Under the 
scheme proposed by the Minister of 
Education, the Department will carry 
in stock g good supply of books listed 
in the authorized catalogue, obtaining 
specially low terms upon quantities. 
The }ooss will then le supplied to 
school districts at actital cost, thus 
materially increasing the actual  pur- 
chasing power of every dollar of the 
library grant. In additicn, difiicultics 
with Customs will be entirely climina- 
ted, and school districts willl be assur 
ed that they have always the best ed- 
itions of all rejuisite hooks. The 
School Library Brench of the Depart- 
ment has been put under the care of a 
competcht neacher, and circulars gfe 
being mailed to each school and teach
